This letter is in response to your appeal of the Department of Homeland Security’s response to 
your FOIA Request 2019-HQFO-01044. You sought all email sent to, from, or copied to Kevin 
McAleenan, from January 1, 2019 to the date of your request containing the search terms 
“meritorious,” “unlawful,” POTUS,” “Miller,” “congress,” or “Judiciary Committee.” The 
Office of the Chief Information Officer (OCIO) sent a final response stating it found no 
responsive records. You believe the search was inadequate. 

Pursuant to a memorandum of agreement, the United States Coast Guard Office of the Chief 
Administrative Law Judge is reviewing the FOIA appeals for the Department of Homeland 
Security General Counsel’s office. Therefore, the Office of the Chief Administrative Law Judge 
will be rendering the official appeal decision on behalf of the Department of Homeland Security.
